Cited reference 1 aims at providing a handover method of a portable terminal for PHS which keeps a call under 
a communication not only when moving between base stations but also when moving between exchanges 
(0005). Cited reference 1 discloses a moving terminal PS which communicates through an exchange or a base 
station CS. 

Reference AH: Japanese Laid-open Application Publication 9-191309 

Cited reference 2 aims at providing a multi-cast communication system that allows each terminal to 
communicate with a source in communication with other terminal without caring about multi-cast 
communication. Thus, a host stores therein a type of a source, a group ID and a terminal equipment number 
under a communication, and makes multi-cast (claim 1). 

Reference Al: Japanese Laid-open Application Publication 7-72923 

Cited reference 3 aims at quickly and surely connecting a supervision apparatus and a terminal which raised an 
alarm even when the supervision apparatus having received the alarm from the terminal is under 
communication, and providing the supervision apparatus with supervision image data when the terminal raised 
the alarm according to sensor input (0006).
